Statement of a London Dress- 


maker Whom Deeming Courted. 


She Saw The Demon on the Night of 
Two Whitechapel Murders. 


A PHOTOGRAPH FROM MELBOURNE 
IDENTIFIED BY THE WOMAN, 


Deeming’s Record Shows That He May 
Be Jack the Ripper—Dates of His 
Movements Support This Theory— 
Known to Have Been in London 
“When Some of the Crimes Were Com- 
mitted—The Trial in Australia. 


Lonpon, April 7.—The fact comes to light 
to-day that a dressmaker living in the east 
end of London has recognizeda portrait of 
Deeming as that of aman who courted her 
under the name of Lawson Inthe summer of 
1888. She states that they were walking to- 
gether on the night of Sept. 29, and parted 
from each other at 1lo’clock. The following 
morning the shockingly mutilated bodies of 
the women Stride ar d Eddowes were found in 
the Whitechapel district. Considerable spec- 
ulation has been indulged in as tothe pos- 
sibility of Deeming being the notorious White 
Chapel ‘‘Jack the Ripper.’’ The last letter 
sent by Deeming’s Melbourne victim to her 
mother showed that Deeming was skilled in 
the use of medicine, and itis believed by 
many that if occasion arose he would have 
shown that he was equally skillful inthe use 
_ of surgicalinstruments. One of the physi- 
Cians who conducted the post-mortem exam- 
ination on the bodies of the Rain Hill vic- 
tims, said that these murders showed that 
the person who committed them hada good 
knowledge of anatomy and thatthe blow 
that caused death was just sufficient and no 
more to sever the carotid artery. 

Denial have been made that Deeming was 
in England at the time these murders were 
committed. But as a matter of fact, his 
whereabouts at exact periods has beena hard 
questionto decide. The Whitechapel mur- 

cers were committed April 3, Aug. 7, Aug. 31, 
£ept. 6, two cn Sept. 30 and Nov. 9, 1888; July 

10 and sept. 10, 1889, and Feb..13, 1890. Dur- 
ing the year 1858 Deeming’s whereabouts 
until November were quite unknown. The 
dressmaker’s statement shows that for part 
of the time at Jeast he was in London,and this 
again arouses the suspicion that he was there 
at thetimes theother murders of that year 
were committed, There was notbingto prevent 
him from being there from April to Novem- 
ber, 1888, during which time seven murders 
were committed. Itis known positively that 
he arrived in Beverley on Feb. 18, 1899, five 
days after the last Whitechaper murder. 

‘ihe dressmaker says that she met Deem- 
ing (or Lawson, as he was known to her), on 
the afternoon of Sept. 30. They had a long 
conversation on ghe subjectof the White- 
chapel murders, and Deeming showed that 
he was conversant with every one of the hor- 
rible details. Aremark was made concern- 
ing a suggestion in a newspaper that the 
murders of the Whitechapel were committed 
shortly after midnight. Deeming. seemed to 
forget to whom he was talking and sald to 
the girl: ‘‘Look at the time. I could not 
have committed the murders.’’ 

The girl was very mucb struck by this un- 
calied for remark, and she has often since 
thought of it. Throughout the afternoon 
beeming was very much agitated and eagerly 
reaa@ the newspaper comments on the 
crimes. A few days later he vanished and 
the girl never saw him again. ‘though the 
remark inadvertently dropped by Deeming 
and his. subsequent actions aroused a sus- 

icion in the girl’s mind that Deeming per- 
laps was the murderer, she did not until 
now communicate her suspicions to the 
police. 

The London Globe prints the statement 
made by the dressmaker as entirely reliable, 
and concludes its comment on it witb the 
statement that the police have been unable 
to trace Deeminga’s exact whereabouts al the 
time these murders weré committedin White- 
chapel. Itis thought that with the clew 
furnished them by the girlsome startling 
developments may be looked for, and that 
the Whitechapel mysteries may at last be 


soived. 

The two murders which the 
dressmaker’s story directly connects 
Deeming were the butchery of 
Mrs. Chapman, a. dessolute character 
in the Whitechapel district, and another 
woman whose name was unknown, The 
crimes were committed in a dark corner of 
Mitre Square and on Bernes street on the 
same day. Mrs. Chapman was found with 
her throat cut and the blood still pouring 
from the wound. The.flend had evidently 
been surprised at bis crime and hurried over 
his work. ‘The other woman was found an 
hour later with the same horrible cut inthe 
throat and the abdomen mutilated, a portion 
of the intestines having been crowded into 
the wound In the throat. 

The dressmaker says that the time Deeming 
left her company on the evening of Sept. 30, 
was aboutan hour beforethe time at which 
medical testimony at the ‘inquest indicated 
that the Chapman woman was probably mur- 
dered, 

The chronology of Deeming’s record, so far 
as ascertained, agrees with the dressmaker’s 
story. It is as follows: Frederick Bailey 
Peeming marries Miss Mary James, leaves 
Engiand for Cape Town, 1880. Deeming 
joined by his wife (now identified as Mary 
James) in Sydney, 1882. Deeming received 
six weeks’ imprisonment for theft, 1882. 
Absconds from Sydney onchargeof fraudu- 
lent insolvency, 1886. 

Returns to England (lithof August) and to 
Birkefihead, leaving that place and his wife 
after the birth of his fourth child, about four 
months afterwards—1ss9. 

Deeming returned from South Africa in the 
spring 0f 1890. Hehada formidable assort- 
ment of knives. Samuel Mercier of Rain Hill, 
who was well acquainted with Deeming, 
says: ‘*‘Deeming represented himself to me 
to be a military man, and said he had four- 
teen scars on him.’’ He went on to talk very 
glibly as to the engagements of hand to hand 
encounters which he had gone through as in- 
spectorinthearmy. He would not call him- 
self a soldier altogether, although he had 
said that he ‘‘had-been under fire.’’ Deem- 
ing showed me various weapons, including 
swords, knives, spears and an assegai, which 
he said he had gotfrom Zululand, He partic- 
ularly dweit on a very handsome sword which 
was adorned with silver anda band of gold, 
and which he said he had fought two hours 


with 


for. 

Dinham Villa, the buildingin which Deem-. 
ing, alias Williams, Se pegee the murder 
of his wife and 4 children,is to be demolishea. 
Mrs. Hayes,theowner, says: ‘‘I could not ex- 
pect people toagain occupy the building. I 
will, however, build another house near, or 
on the site. The lossto me personally wili 
be very great, but I have decided to bear the 
first cost rather than the last.’’ 

It is notgxpected, however,that the demoll- 
tion will fake place until after Deeming is 
disposed of.

DEEMING A DEMON. 


HE SHOWS NO SIGN OF REMORSE 
. ORIMES OR FEAR OF HIS FATE. 


MELBOURNE, April 7.—Notwithstanding the 
fact that the juryin the caseof Mrs. Deem- 
‘ing, who was murdered at her home at Wind- 
sor, a suburb of this city, yesterday returned 
‘averdict of wilful murder against her hus- 
band, Deeming to-day shows the same char- 
acteristics that have marked him since his 
arrest. The verdict does not seem to affect 
him in the least, and he is in turn 
gocular oor insolent. The more the

man is studied the deeper becomes th 
belief of many persons that he ts utterly w! h 
out conscience and equally devoid of fea.’ 
Those who have studied him closely, how- 
ever, think that his conduct is mere bravado, 
and that when he finds the noose tightenin 
about his neck he will become an abjec 
coward, Allhis known murders have Deen 
of women and children,but it is said that he 
has killed men. Everyone believes that if 
he has he has done it theouas treachery, 
striking them from behind in the dark. 
Every day evidence comes to light to show the 
c rofthe man, andit is a matter of 
surprise, cunning though he was, that he 
should have pursued his carreer of crime 80 
long undetected. Aman who worked with 
Deeming years ago stated that he was then 
knoWN among his fellow workers as a vin- 
dictive and treacherous character, and that 
he went by the nickname of ‘‘The Demon.,’’ 
At the inquest yesterday the name of the 
wife he murdered, together with those of her 
four hp g found under the floor of Din- 
ham Villa at Rain Hill, near Liverpool, was 
mentioned at the hearing for the first time, 
and she 8 identified by witnesses by means 
of a photograph. 
The case was submitted to the jury to-day 
and a verdict of willful murder rendered. 
Deeming received the verdict with a de- 
flantair. Ityetremainsfor him to be ex- 
amined before a magistrate and committed 
fortrial. Hewill then be indicted for the 
crime, after which trial, conviction and 
execution are expected to follow speedily. 
The police of Sydney have been endeavor- 
ing toascertain what became of a former 
wife of Deeming, whom he lived within that 
city. It was supposed that he murdered her 
as he had his other wives. The woman, 
however, provesto be alive. Deeming de- 
serted her, and she, it appears, was not 
sorry to let him go. He did not buy any 
cement when he lived with her, or show un- 
usual interest in repairing the fire-place.

TRADE WITH CHINA. 


Views of New York Merchants on the Etf- 
fect of the Exclusion Act. 


New York, April 7.—New York merchants 
who trade with China are discussing the 
probable effects of the exclusion act and the 
disruption of commercial relations between 
the Chinese Empire and the United States. 
They hold diverse views on the question of 
whether their interests would be impaired in 
case the Geary hecame a law. 

Tea Importer John L. Anderson of No. 131 
Pear! street said that thetea trade would not 
be affected by the exclusion of Chinese from 
this country, or of Americans from China. 
The business there, he said, was controlled 
principally by Englishmen, and restrictions 
put upon Chinese immigration would not 
make any difference in the tea traffic. 

‘*The enactment of the anti-Chinese bill,’’ 
said Mr. J. H. Labaree, tea mercbant of No. 
125 Front street, ‘‘might have a temporary 
effect uponthe tea trade with China, but I 
doubt very muchifa permanent one. The 
Chinese are very skillful in placing their 
wares and would soon finda way out of the 
difficulty. Besides, more tea is imported 
from Japan than China now.’’ 

At the office of the China & Japan Trad- 
ing Co. in Burling slipthe reporter was told 
that China was more independent of us than 
we of China and that there would be some 
Squealing by New England manufacturers 
if China should refuse to continue ousiness 
relations with them. American manufact- 
urers of cotton cloths sell to China from 80,- 
000,000 to 100,000,000 yards of cloth every year 
and there is not another such market In the 
world, 

‘*There is nothing that China gets from 
us,’’ said a member of the firm, ‘‘that she 
can’t buy elsewhere. Shecan get her kero- 
sene oilfrom Russia and her clothes from 
Manchester, England, and can, if necessary, 
be independent of the United States. I re- 
gard the passage of the Geary Dill by the 
House of Representatives withapprehension, 
and itsenactment might prove decidedly dis- 
advantageous to our country.’’ 

Shen Woon, the Chinese Consul, did not 
care to give an interview on the subject, on 
the ground that Minister Taul was the proper 
— to speak hfs mind on so importanta 
matter.

EUROPE’S SOCIAL REVOLUTION GROWING 
IN STRENGTH.

Russian Authorities Investigating the 
Gun Cotton Explosion—Discontent 
Among England’s Unem ployed—Queen 
Victoria in France—Canada Seeking 
Commercial Independenca, 


Vienna, April 6.—Much uneasiness prevails 
here in consequence of the number of incen- 
diary fires which are occurringin the city, 
and which are attributed to Anarchists. Yes- 
terday several ofthese fires were reported, 
and to-day there were two more fires of a 
suspicious origin. One of the fires to-day 
broke out in a beer-house onthe Bothelhurm 
strasse and was undoubtedly incendiary, as 
the owner of the building had previously re- 
ceived a letter threatening that his place 
would be destroyed. That the fires were de- 
liberately started is further proved by the 
facts that the attempts were made to mislead 
the fire brigade to-day by false alarms sent 
over telephones. When the firemen reached 
the burning buildings and were fighting the 
flames efforts were made b y some persons to 
interfere with them, and among other things 
showered upon their heads was a quantity of 
dirty water. 

During a performance of Sudermann’s ‘‘Die 
Ehre,’’ at the Vienna Theater last night, one 
of the actors delivered a Socialist tirade 
against rich people. A large number of 
Socialists were in the gallery and they 
wildly applauded the actor’s words. Many 
ofthe people in other parts of the house 
were disgusted and left the theater. 

The Socialists at Linz, capital of Upper 
Austria, and at Brunn, capital of Moravia, 
proposed recently to hold conventions in 
those cities. The Government has issued an 
order forbidding the conventions. 

SPANISH ANARCHISTS, 

Maprip, April 6.—Numerous Anarchists are 
leaving this country, owing to their fear of 
being placed under arrest. 

The French and Portuguese ambasadors 
here have congratulated the Government on 
its escape from the recent attempt of the An- 
archists to destroy the Chamber of the Sen- 
ate, royal palace and other public buildings 
with dynamite. 

The Frenchman, Delboche, oneof the two 
men arrested while attempting to place a 
dynamite bomb in the Cortes building,boasts 
of his connection with the Bilbaoa, Tribua 
and Valladolid Anarchists, who, he says, 
have promised to send dynamite cartridges 
to the capital. 

Ferrerria, the Portuguese who was arrested 
with Delboche, is much depressed. He eats 
little and appears to fear the revenge of his 
brother Anarchists. 

The authorities have been able to pr re 
but little evidence against the others cocdend 
on suspicion of being implicated inthe dyna- 
mite plot, and consequently seven of them 
were released from custody no-night. Ten 
others, including the journalist, Arvalri, and 
the President and Executive Committee of 
the Anarchist Club are still held and will be 
tried on a charge of conspiracy. 

A WARNING LETTER. 

Paris, April 7.—The wife of a policeman 
stationed at Angers received a menacing let- 
ter prior to the explosion outrage there yes- 
terday. 

A RoubDiax telegram says that while a 
workman named Gaboulet was examininga 
tin box he found near a large distillery there, 
the contents of the box exploded and he was 
serlously wounded. 

An infernal machine has peen found in the 
house of a factory owner at Fourmies. 

Public alarm over the Anarchist outrages Is 
reviving. The box sent tothe Prefect of Po- 
lice Loze recently, proved tobe an infernal 
machine. 

The Anarchists Chaumartin, Favre and Le 
Bascard, have been liberated. 

The leaders in the preparations for the May 
Day celebration have concluded, in view of 
the recent Anarchist outrages, and theur- 
gent representations of the authorities, not 
to have a street parade on that occasion. 

LONDON’S UNEMPLOYED. 

Lonpon, April 6.—Another large meeting 
of the unemployed workingmen was held at 
Tower Hill to-day. Many violent speeches 
were made, but order was guaranteed by a 
strong force of police. The meeting was un- 
der the auspices of the committee of unem- 
ployed workingmen. Resolutions were 
adopted demanding that London County 
Council deal immediately with the question 
of London’s idle workers. A deputation was 
appointed to wait upon the Right Hon. 
Ritchie, President ofthe Local Government 
Board. J. Lloyd Drummer, one of the speak- 
ers, said the men must insist upon perma- 
nent work being giventhem. He denounced 
Messrs. Tillett and Burns, the leaders of or- 
ganized labor, for not assistingin any way 
the great mass of unemployed. 

The Evening News and other newspapers 
urge upon the police not to interfere too 
sternly with the unemployed in holding their 
meetings or with so-called Socialists, who, in 
a quiet manner, seek to let off the steam of 
their discontent in Hyde Park and public 
places. The Evéning News says that hours of 
harangue would be better than an ounce of 
dynamite. The police are advised, while re- 
quiring that ailshall obey the law, not to 
provoke and irritate people to crime by un- 
called for interference with the exercise of 
ordinary rights or by too close and harass- 
ing enforcement of regulations that are not 
es sential to public order. 

Another large meeting of unemployed 
workmen was held at Tower Hill to-day. The 
crowd was made up not only of genuine idle 
workmen, but also of a large number 
of loafers of every description. There 
was a strong police force pyesent. The 
meeting was very disorderly. The uproar 
was due to interruptions made by Backert, 
the leader of the opposition, who declared 
that the organizers of the meetings were 
Socialists and not genuine workingmen. All 
attempts to silence Backert were unavalling 
and finally a general scrimmage occurred. 
The police took a hand inthe row and com- 
parative order was finally restored by their 
driving Backer away. 


VICTORIA IN FRANCE, 


THE QUEEN RECEIVES A DEPUTATION OF SAILORS 
—PARIS NOTES. 

Paris, April 7.—Queen Victoria has received 
at Costebelle a number of French sailors who 
served in the Crimean war. In a short ad- 
dress she made to them Her Majesty said: ‘*] 
am happy to meet the companions of my 
brave soldiers. Your presence recalls to us 
ineffaceable memories.’’ The veterans pre. 
sented a bouquet to the Queen, who conversed 
with them in French, and left delighted with 
the reception accorded them. 

Ata banquet given by the Commercial Na- 
tional Union this evening, M. Roche, Minister 
of Commerce, urged the importance of par- 
ticipating in the World’s Fair at Chicago in 
order to assure the universal supremacy of 
French arts and industries.

He was crossing 
the road by the House of Parliament when a 
hansom cab dashed’ up, and would have 
knocked him down Bad not the occupant, 
who saw the danger, jumped from his seat, 
seized the reins and pulled the horse back on 
his haunches. The bhorse’s d grazed Lord 
Salisbury’s shoulder, but he was uninjured.

PROBING THE SECRET. 


RUSSIAN AUTHORITIES INVESTIGATING THE RE- 
CENT EXPLOSION. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 7.—The authorities 
have soughtin every way to glean some in- 
formation that would throw some light upon 
the causes that led to the explosion of the five 
tons of gun cotton at the State powder factory 
Monday night, but as stated in these dis- 
patches the real cause will never be known. 
The only persons who could have told any- 
thingabout the affair are dead, their bodles 
having been blown to pieces. From the testi- 
mony of workmen employed in the other 
buildings it has "been learned that all they 
know about the explosion is that there was a 
terrific roarand then they saw fiytngin the 
air a cloud of smoke that seemed to bear up- 
ward pieces of the shattered building. Ina 
second, almost, the building had disappeared 
and in its stead wasa vast hole in the ground, 
The building in which they were employed 
swayed to and fro and threated to fall. Every 
one expected that the immense quantities of 
gun cotton stored therein would explode. 
The shock of the concussion was terrible, and 
some of the workmen were hurled violently 
to the floor. Every man rushed from the 
buildings, and in this way twenty-seven of 
them were seriously injured, being struck by 
the debris which began to rain down just as 
they reached the openatir. It is a matterof 
great surprise that the gun cotton in the 
other workshops did not explode. Ifit had 
noone can imagine the damage that would 
have been done. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


RESTRICTIONS ON FOREIGN SETTLERS IN RUSSIA 
—BRIEF NOTES. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 6.—The Minister of 
the Interior has prepared restrictions to be 
placed upon foreigners who settled in Rus- 
sia. Allsuch whoacquire lands must adopt 
the Russian nationality within three years or 
quit the country. The stipulations under 
which citizenship is grantedare made more 
stringent. Foreigners must become conver- 
sant with the Russian language and the 
fundamental laws ofthe Empire. The Min- 
ister of the Interior bas power to refuse ap- 
plications for naturalization without stating 
reasons. Foreigners must qualify for natural- 
ization by five years’ residence. 


OUTRAGES ON JEWS. 
BERLIN, April 7.—The Kreuz Zeitung and the 
Tageblatt publish conflicting reports about an 
anti-Jew ish outrage at Port Sand. The for- 
mer paper accused the Jews there of kidnap- 
pinga Greek child for sacrificial purposes 
and says the Greeks attacked and Killed two 
Jews. The Jagedlatt story, which is the more 
probable, is that some loafing Greeks, seeing 
Greek and Jewish children playing together, 
took advantage of this fact to attack a Jewish 
house, in which they Killed an aged Jew, 
smashing his skull and breaking his ribs and 

legs,*and then heaped insult on the corpse. 


S‘IAIN BY SAVAGES. 

ST. Louis, Senegal, April 7.—Further ad- 
vices received here from the interior show 
that the members of Capt. Menard’s expe- 
dition were not massacred by the forces of 
Chief Samory.

A NARROW MARGIN. 
Republicans Carry Rhode Island’by a 
Small Majority. ; 


THE VICTORY WON ON THE LARGEST 
VOTE EVER POLLED. 


Mr. Blaine Believed to Be the Only 
, Republican Who Can Carry New York 
—Senator Sherman Thinks Cleveland 
and Harrison Will Again Oppose Each 
Other—Political News. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 7.—Complete re- 
turns from all parts of the State show a total 
vote on State ticket of 54,746, an increase of 
about 10,000 over the largest ever polled be 
fore. The two parties raked every ‘city and 
town almost bare of voters, and gotan unex- 
pectedly and'unprecedentedly full vote in 
actual numbers and in proportion to the 
possible vote/ The finished returns show a 
great Republican victory on the State ticket, 
Brown, Republican, for Governor, polled 
27,466; Wardwell, Democrat, 25,416; Gilber, 
Prohibitionist, 1,590; Burton, People’s, 196, 
and there were 75 scattering votes. These 
figures showa plurality of 2,047 for Brown, 
and a majority of 186. 

Bull and Utter, Republican candidates for 
Lieutenant-Governor and Secretary of State, 
are also elected by small majorities; but 
there is no election for Attorney-General and 
General Treasurer. Thecity of Providence, 
Newport and Woonsocket went Democratic 
on the State ticket. 

The legislative returns show a good Repub- 
lican majority in both branches already, with 
between fifteen and twenty vacancies yet to 
be filled. In the Senate the Republicans have 
thus far elected 23, the Democrats’9, with 
four more to be elected, and in the House the 
Republicans have 36, the Democrats 19 with 17 
to be electea. This gives them 59 on joint 
ballot, a majority of 4, besides the vacancies 
yet to be filled by second elections. Most of 
these failures to elect are in Providence and 
Newport. In the former city only three of 
thirteen members of the Legislature were 
chosen, and in Newport only one ofsix, The 
other failures were scattered among the 
small towns, The control of. the Legis- 
lature by the Republicans gives them 
the choice of their candidates for 
Attorney-General and General Treasurer, 
and secures beyond a doubt the re-election 
of Nelson W. Aldrich to the United States 
Senate, The Republicans have secured 
everything, the Legislature, alltheir State 
officers and a United States Senator. 


BLAINE MEN ACTIVE, 


EFFECTIVE WORK DONE TO PLACE HIM IN NOM- 
INATION, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April %7.—There is 
undoubtedly a vigorous revival ofthe Blaine 
talk, and there are those whoinsist that if 
the Secretary had felt as well physically 
when he wrote his recent letter declining to 
allow his name to be used at the Minneapolis 
convention as he ad now it would not have 
been written. The apparent lack of caniil- 


| dates against Harrison does not In the least 


diminish the talk of opposition to his 
renomination on the part of the Senators 
who are opposed to him, noron the part of 
that other large class of political leaders who 
praise the President and his Administration, 
but who boldly proclaim their fears that he 
cannot again be elected. It is said that both 
the Platt and Millermenin New York insist 
that Mr. Harrison is much weaker now in 
that State than he was in 1888, and they add 
that it was only by i§ the hardest 
work and the most lavish expenditure 
of money that it was possible to 
get hima majority at that time, and they 
insist that neither the work northe money 
can be secured for ltima second time. The 
opponents of Harrison are hopingthat the 
Blaine talk will goon without any protest 
from Mr. Blaine and that his improved health 
justifies them in insisting that he shail put 
nothing in the way of his nomination at 
Minneapolis, where the argument will be 
made that Blaine, and Blaine only, can save 
the party from defeat at the polls. It can be 
safely asserted that systematic work is now 
being done inthe direction indicated above 
with*a view of doing the real and telling 
work at Minneapolis. 


CLEVELAND AND HARRISON, 


SENATOR SHERMAN THINKS THEY WILL BE THE 
CANDIDATES. 


NEw YorK, April 7.—Senator John Sher- 
man was at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yester- 
day afternoon. ‘‘It looks now,’’ said Mr. 
Sherman, ‘‘as if the candidates of 1888 would 
be the candidates of 1892—Harrison and 
Cleveland again.’’

THE PARKHURST CRUSADE. 


Who Was Responsible for the Orgies 
Witnessed by the Clergyman. 


NEw YorRK, April?7.—The most interesting 
feature of the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst’s crusade 
against the houses of sin in the Tenderloin 
district of New York wasthe relation of his 
experiences and that of the friends who ac- 
companied him on his recent visit to some of 
resorts, a few weeksago. Their stories were 


told In Justice Lachman’s court yesterday. 
A suit was begun on March 29 by Peter A. H. 
JacKson & Sons, the agents of the house, to 
dispossess Mrs. Adams. It was at the trial 
of this suit that the story came out even more 
vividly than when Dr. Parkhurst told in 
his pulpit what he saw during his hour’s stay 
at the house. The purpose of Dr. Parkhurst’s 
visit was to earn for himself the 
character of these houses and to use 
the Knowlede thus obtained in testimony 
before the Grand-jury in an; effort to close 
the places. His method of gaining this in- 
formation has caused a great deal of com- 
ment among church people, though a major- 
ity of the doctor’s congregation uphold him 
in his course. Dr. Parkhurst’s companions 
in his midnight tour were Mr.Erving, a mem- 
ber of his church, and Mr. Gardner, a de- 
tective. The case was tried before a jury. 

The gentlemen who were called as wit- 
nesses recounted in minute detail the livid 
scenes witnessed while at Mrs. Adams’ 
house. Dr, Parkhurst stated that he was 
pastor ofthe Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, and that the reason he made the 
visit to these notorious places was to expose 
their true character in an effort to have them 
closed by the officers of the law. 

But when Mrs. Hattie Adams was placed 
on the stand to-day in her defense of the 
charge she declared under oath that the 
orgies which the reverend gentleman wit- 
nessed was prearranged at the request of 
Detective Gardner, of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime. Her counsel will argue 
— this relieves her ofjthe blame for the af- 
alr. 


BIG SUGAR COMBINE, 


A Trust in Process of Formation at New 
York. 


New York, April 7.—Rumors were in circu- 
lation yesterday as toa possible organization 
of a big sugar refining company to compete 
with the Sugar Trust, which now practically 
controls the business in the United States. It 
was said that the backers of this scheme were 


the wholesale grocers of New York, Philadel- 
pnoia, Baltimore, Boston, St. Paul and other 
cities. It was further reported that Erastus 
Wimans was interestedin thescheme, Mr.

FIFTY ARMED MEN ENGAGE IN THE 
HUNT FOR THEM.

SOMERSET, Pa., April 7.—‘‘Gen. Sigel’’ Mil- 
ler, the reputed leader of the moonshiners, 
and one of the murderers of Joshua Hoch- 
stetter, surrendered to Chief of Police Gilbert 
at 8 o’clock this morning. The Chief was just 
going off duty when he saw three men coming 
down the street. Sjepping intoa doorway he 
awaited the approach of the strangers, who 
from their awkward gaitand rough appear- 
ance Gilbert knew were from the mountains, 
As the men reached the doorway 
Gilbert, with drawn revolver, stepped 
in.front of hem and commanded them 
to halt. The strangers threw - up 
their hands and came to a standstill. Gilbert 
failed to recognize the men until they intro- 
duced themselves. Miller said that he de- 
sired to surrender to the Sheriff before the 
Government detectives got hold of him. 
Miller said his companions were his 
brother, Levi Miller, and .brother- 
in-law, George Chapson. Gilbert marched 
the trio to the lockup and afterwards to the 
County Jail. They were given into the keep- 
ingof SheriffGood. Ata later hour Miller 
confessed that he had killed ‘‘Young’’ Hoch- 
i but says that he did itin self-de- 

ense. 

Fully fifty men, under the leadership of 
Sheriff Good and United States Secret Service 
Agents Fisherand Dupont, :are engaged in 
the chase. 

Dupont came upon an old shanty along the 
hunt which Miller and Pritts had left, evi- 
dently ina hurry. A powder pouch and some 
cartridges were found in the shanty, but 
the searchers were unable at the time to 
find any other trace of the fugitives. Guards 
have been placed at every pathway in the 
mountains, and a vigilant watch will be kept 
until Pritts will be forced from his conceal- 
ment by the pangs of hunger. 

Secret Service Agent Fisher and Bill Hoch. 
stetter, a nephew of the murdered man, 
were warned by letter that they were 
marked men, and advising them to 
leave the country. While nearly all the 
mountaineers in the vicinity of Somerset and 
Rockwood have joined in the man hunt, 
many still fear the moonshiners, or stand in

Politicians Are at Fever Heat Over the 
Coming Primaries. 


NOONAN PUSH PROMISE TO DIE 
VERY HARD. 


THE 


The Friends of Stone and Gibson Getting 
Ready to Enliven the Preliminary Con- 
test—Candidate O’ Meara Declares That 
He Is Neutral—Noonan Leaders Get- 
ting Even—General Politicai News. 


The action ofthe Democratic City Central 
Committee calling simultaneous primaries 
for the election of delegates tothe Sedalia, 
St. Louls, Hannibal and Jefferson City Con- 
ventions for Wednesday, April 27, insures 
some lively political log-rolling in 
this city between now and that date, The 

four conventions, as is understood, will elect 
delegates to the National Convention, the 
general State convention and tothe two ju- 
dicial Conventions. The first of these con- 
ventions will be held in Sedalia, May 
ll, and this will select the 
four delegates - at - large to the 
National Convention. The delegates from the 
Congressional districts will choose the district 
delegates. The last of the series of conven- 
tions meetsin Jefferson City, July 19, and 
this one will nominate the State ticket from 
Governor down, 

The candidates who expect St. Louis’ sup- 
port are expected to do some 
active canvassing and Dick Dalton, 
one ofthe gubernatorial candidates, is now 
on the ground doing more work, he claims, 
than if he was on his Ralls County farm. 

THE PUSH COMBINATION. 

The decided anti-Noonan turn taken’by the 
Central Committee is generally accepted as a 
death-blow to the combination the Noonan 
‘*push’’ made to give the city delega- 
tion to Candidate WwW. J. Stone for 
Governor and Col, Chas. H, Jones 
for delegate-at-large to the National Conven- 
tion. The same combination intended to help 
out Supreme Judge Sherwood in bis race for 
renomination. Now that Stone stock has 
gone down the supporters of Dalton and Gib- 
son have started intotake advantage of the 
situatien, 

The Stone men now realize that some of the 
hardest kind of work must be done within 
the next three weeks to give him a fair share 
of the city delegates and the friends of Gibson 
and D. W. Marmaduke look at matters 
in the same lens. Rev. W. Pope “Yea- 
man and Lieut.-Gov. Claycomb, 
thejother candidates, have made no canvass in 
the city whatever, and are not expected to 
place any delegations in the fleld. olding a 
primary election under the State law is 
recognized asa costly affair, and candidates 
and their friends will be slow in placing del- 
egationsin the fleld, unless they see a fair 
chance of success. For this reason it is not 
believed that there will be mure than twoor 
three sets of delegations in any of the 
wards, Underthe law eath delegation in 
each ward must put up $50, or $1,400 for the 
entire city. If Dalton’s supporters, for in- 
stance, put a delegation in each wardit will 
take $1,400 to pay the expenses, not to speak 
of the cost of electioneering. 

UNUSUALLY STRONG INTEREST 

The primaries will attract unusual atten- 
tion, principally on account of the decided 
departure from the old methods. The fac- 
tional fight between the ‘‘push’’ and ‘*pull’’ 
will also help to draw out a large vote. 

Recorder Carlisle said to-day that he would 
select the polling places and nog with all 
the other provisions as soon as he was offi- 
cially notified of the date. He wiil also ap.- 
point the judges and cierks from the lists 
submitted him by the opposing delegations 
when,they are presented, While the law is 
rather costly the provisions are so emphatic- 
ally stated in the act that there is little room 
left for fraud.

Last Monday night their 
committee reported that at the request of 
Manager Pat Short of the Olympic the union 
would take no action in the case before April

hood claim that this is only a scheme of the 
Musicians’ Union to evade going on record 
inastrike, and they insist ‘thatthe union 
shall declare itself on one side or the other. 
The Trades and Labor Union, it is said, also 
takes this position and will force the issue on 
the Musicians’ Union.

UTOPIA IN AFRICA, 


The Scheme to Work Out the Social Prob 
lem Near Mount Kenia. 
From the New York Sun. 


No one supposed when Dr. Hertzka 
published his philosophical novel, ‘*‘Free- 
land,’’ some years ago, in which 
he proposed a solution for the so- 
cial question, that people would be found 
ready toseeK some secluded place in Africa 
for the = of carrying his theory into 
effect. Such an attempt, however, isto be 
made. Inthe author’s ideal state everybody 
was toenjoy absolute freedom, all real prop- 
erty was to be common,and each member was 
to live by the fruits of his individual labor, 
without capital or private possession. He 
located. his imaginary colony among the 
equatorial highiands of East Africa, in the 
region of Mount Kenia. From the writings 
of Thomson, and one or two others, he had 
got the idea thatthis part ofthe Dark Conti- 
nent could be made a sort of an earthly para- 
dise. Itis, in fact, high above the sea. 
and, as tropical African countries go, it is 
hae healthful, but the natives in the Kenia 
region have never treated strangers with 
hospitality, and the fact that Dr. Peters 
killed a good many of them during his march 
to Victoria Nyanza has probably not in- 
creased their love for white men. 

The news comes from Vienna that twenty- 
eight associations, counting 1,000 members, 
have decided to join the enterprise. One en- 
thusiast has given them $10,000. Two mem- 
bers are now in Africa making investizations 
before the pioneer party is sent out.

OHARLEY ROSS. 


He Is Believed to Have Been 
Found at Last. 


Located at the Home of H. G, Sparks 
of Benton, Mo, 


A KINSMAN NOW EW ROUTE FROM PHIL- 
ADELPHIA TO IDENTIFY HIM. 


The Hurried Journey Caused by a Oor- 
respondence Opened by A. G. Eparks 
of Blodgett, Mo.—Strange Story of the 
Man Believed to Be Charley Ross— 
Some Startling Circumstantial Evi- 
dence Brought to Light-—The Abduc- 
tion Mystery. 


According tothe firm belief of Mr. H. G. 
Sparks of Benton, Mo., and his brother, A. 
G. Sparks of Blodgett, Mo. , the missing Char- 
ley Ross, stolen from his parents in Philadel- 
phia on July 1, 1874, is found. 

If they are correct in that belief, Charley 
Ross, now arrived at man’s estate, is at 
present living with and employed by Mr. H. 
G. Sparks at Benton, and the world-famous 
mystery of the greatest abduction sensation 
Known to criminal annals is about to be 
cleared up for ever. 

So strong is the evidence already gathered 
in the case thata relative of the boy, whose 
fate has been, for eighteen long years, a 
secret which defied the life-long devotion of a 
father to unveil, is even now en route from 
Philadelphia to Benton, Mo., to meet the 
young man believed to be the long-lost Char- 
ley Ross, The relative will probably reach 
Benton to-morrow, and a new chapter in the 
great mystery, with a possibility of the chap- 
ter’s containing the most definite and sensa- 
tional developments in the entire case since 
that July day when Charley Ross apparently 
disappeared fromthe face of the earth will 
then be begun. 

Christian K. Ross, the father who deyoted 
the latter half of hislife toa tireless search 
for his missing son, is now in a Pennsylvania 
insane asylum, his mind wrecked by the 
years of suspense, of hope, of uncertainty, of 
disappointment, of despair, which followed 
the abduction of Charley Ross. Mr. Ross’ 
wife, the loving and broken-hearted mother 
of the stolen boy, has been dead for 
some years. It would be strange, and 
piteously pathetic, if now, with his father a 
maniac and his mother dead, the long-lost 
Charley Ross should come back to life and to 
the knowledge of men. 

PREPARED FOR IDENTIFICATION. 

This is what the two Missourians named 
believe firmly is to-day on the verge of taking 
place. The Philadelphia relative of the Ross 
family, now hastening from that city to 
Benton, Mo., carries with him all 
the materials and instructions possible to 
aid in definitely identifying Charley Ross, or 
in proving that the young man now on the 
Sparks farm at Benton is but one more addi- 
tion to the long muster roll of mistaken 
Charley Rosses which has been developed 
during the eighteen years that have passed 
since the little golden-haired child of 5 years 
of age was stolen from in front of his father’s 
handsome residence on East Washington 
lane, Germantown, Philadelphia. 

This relative also has with him nwmerous 
letters received from Mr. A. G. Sparks of 
Blodgett, Mo., relative tothe matter, letters 
filled with such strange facts concerning the 
identity and story of ‘the mysterious young 
man of 23, now living with Mr, H. G. Sparks, 
asto have led to this flying journey from 
Philadelphia, and to the startling revival 
of hope that Chariey Ross may yet be found 
alive and in the flesh. 

The facts about this stranger believed to be 
Charley Ross, about his appearance in Ben- 
ton, Mo., about certain remarkable memo- 
ries which he has of his early life, and about 
his story of strange esplonage, hurried jour- 
neyings and subjection toa gang of crimi- 
nals throughout all the years of his boyhood, 
are so startling in their relation to the Ohar- 
ley Ross mystery as to form a fitting continu- 
ation of a vast life romance, every chapter of 
which has been read with thrilling interest 
by almost the entire civilized world. They 
are as follows: 

A STRANGE STORY. 

Some four months ago a young man bearing 
the appearance of a tramp, but not begging, 
appeared at the home of Mr. H. G, Sparks at 
Benton, Mo., and asked for work. There was 
something pathetic, and something that 
stamped the young fellow as . being 
honest, in his face, and he 
for a day or two given odd 
jobs about the house and grounds of the 
Sparks residence. He worked well and 
seemed so happy at having obtained work to 
do, and finding even a temporary respite 
from the round of country-side tramping, 
that Mr. Sparkstook a liking to him, and 
managed finally to give him steady employ- 
ment ina menial capacity, The stranger be- 
came thus a fixture on the Spark’s farm, and 
in the months that followed, he confirmed 
the good impression made at first. 

In occasional conversations with Mr. 
Sparks, the fact began to develop that the 
stranger had a mystery of some sort in his 
life. Hewas a gentile young fellow, quiet 
and retiring in his ways, and, for his present 
position, bore almost pitiful evidences of 
having been born of good blood. And when 
his employer began to question him, 
he told by degrees a _ story in 
which a confused recollection of certain 
strange personal experiences pointed to a 
still stranger secretin his history. The man 
had a recollection of having years ago been 
carried away in a wagon from a place, which 
even now he seemed to realize was his home: 
He remembered having beeu secreted in dark 
and obscure places and watched over by two 
men whom he believes to have been crim- 
inals of some sort. He remembered, 
also, frequent hurried changes from 
place to place, now to 4a iittie 
country village, now toa city where he live d 
ina basementand was never allowed to gn 
outon the street, and again toa secluded 
house apparently miles away from any other 
dwelling. This nature of experience lasted 
for some few years. Then suddenly the men 
who had seemed to have charge of him dis- 
appeared utterly from his life and have never 
reappeared since.

solicitude to noone, He knew that his name 
was Charley, that he had been called by that 
name by the two men who had kept him 
hidden away for years,and that he had never 
heard any surname given him, 

‘*IT 18 CHARLEY ROSS’ STORY,’’ 

To Mr. H. G. Sparks this strange, but evi- 
dently honest, story, had no es al signifi- 
cance, beyond that it poin to the ex- 
istence of a mystery in his young hired man’s 
life. But when the story was repeated to Mr, 
A. G. Sparks of Blodgett, Mo., that gentle- 
man beard it with a fuller appreciation of its 
possible meaning.

Whether that belief has been a world-wide 
mistake, and whether Charley Ross is now 
found and awaiting identification in a Mis- 
souril town, is what the traveler now bound 
from Philadelphia to Benton must decide, 
THE FAMOUS ABDUCTION MYSTERY. 

On July 1, 1874, Charley Ross, then 5 years 
old, was abducted. He was playing with his 
older brother, Walter, in front of their home 
on East Washington Lane, Germantown, & 
suburb of Philadelphia. Two men ina bugay 
or light spring wagon, who had been seen to 
pasg the Ross residence several times before, 
induced the boys to get in the vehicle and 
then drove away, the man promising them 
candy and fireworks besides the drive. 
They also told _ the little fellows 
that they would like them to 
‘*Aunt Susie’s,’’ a fictitious personage in- 
vented for the occasion. Walter Ross, be- 
coming frightened, began to cry, and at 
Palmer and Richmond streets he was given a 
quarterand toldto get some fireworks ina 
cigar store. When he returned the wagon 
and its occupants were gone. From that day 
Charley Ross was never seen by relatives or 
friends. Walter Ross was taken home by H. 
O. Peacock, a friend of the Ross family. 

A reward of $300 was the first offered, but 
no clew was obtained to Charley Ross’ 
whereabouts. Mrs, Ross was sick at Atlantic 
City, and for a few days the news of Charley’s 
being missing was kept from her, On 
July 4 came the first cilew. A iet- 
ter was received from the supposed ab- 
ductors informing Mr. Ross that Charley was 
securely hidden away, and would be surren- 
dered only on payment ofa heavy ransom. 
Mr. Ross was informed that Charley would 
be instantly killed ifany attempt was made to 
put detectives on the track. Two days later 
a second letter was received demanding 
$20,000 as the price for Charley Ross’ return 
and this amount was promptly raised by 
friends of Mr. Christian K, Ross, the father. 
But the police interfered, and Mayor Stoke- 
ley of Philadelphia put the case into their 
hands, offering a reward of $20,000 forthe 
arrest of the kidnappers and the finding of 
Charley Ross, this gigantic reward exciting 
world-wide attention tothecase. But it did 
not cause Charley Ross to be found, and 
months passed with no new clue developing. 

Superintendent of Police Walling some 
months after the abduction discovered what 
the police of this county believe to be the 
solution of the mystery of Charley Ross, The 
clew led to fixing the crimeon Wm. Mosher 
and Joseph Douglass, two notorious burg- 
lars, whose headquarters werein Philadel- 
phia. This suspicion of their guilt was con- 
firmed by Wm. Westervelt, a brother-in-law 
of Mosher, who told the story of the abduc- 
tion. 

On the night of Dec. 14, 1874, the residence 
of Judge Van Brunt at Bay Ridge was en- 
tered by burglars, and the Judge’s brother 
opened fire on them, killing one and fatally 
wounding the other. Thetwo burglars were 
Mosher and Douglass. Douglass with his dy- 
ing breath confessed to having abducted 
Charley Ross. He wastoldthat Mosher, his 
**pal,’’ was dead. 

‘*God help hig poor wife and family!’ 
Douglass gasped. ‘‘He knew about Charley 
Ross. The boy will be returned ina few 
days.’’ 

But the boy was never returned. Walter 
Ross identified the dead burglar as the man 
who had stolen Charley. Westervelt was 
sentenced to seyen years in the Eastern pen- 
itentiary for complicity in the abduction. It 
has been believed for years that Charley Ross 
was drowned in the North River by his ab- 
ductors while they were desperately trying to 
evade the Officers of the law on their track. 
The body of a drowned boy was found in the 
river and the detectives on the Charley Ross 
case claimed to have positive assurance that 
it was the body of Charley Ross. But it was 
never positively identified by Mr. Ross. 
Westervelt also stated when sent to the 
penitentiary that Charley Ross would never 
be found, because he ‘‘was beyond life.’’ 
Mr. Christian K. Ross spent thousands of 
dollars in the search for his son, but at last 
his mind gave way under the strain and he tis 
now in a lunatic asylum,

PURPOSE OF GENERAL MANAGER BRY- 
ANT’S VISIT TO ST. LOUIS. 


Property Has Been Secured Fronting on 

“ Broadway, and the Work of Wrecking 
Old Buildings Will Eegin as Soon as 
Possible—Some More Interesting Facts 
About North St. Louis Terminalse— 
Manager Bryant Refuses to Talk. 


The news that. the Louisville & Nashville 
railway system was coming directly into St. 
Louis appeared in last evening’s Post-D1s- 
PATCH, in connection with an article inform- 
ing the public that the Clover Leaf had 
acquired two blocks on Broadway north of 
Brooklyn street where its freight depots are 
to be bullt. This morning it was ascertained 
that the L. & N, will also ve 
located on the east side of Broad- 
way where two blocks of ground, 
immediately north of Cass avenue, have 
been selected forthat purpose. This is an- 
other link in the magnificent plan that Is be- 
ing perfected by the Merchants’ Bridge and 
Terminal Rallway Co. to overcome the ex- 
pense and delay that has embar- 
rassed the business men of this city for 
sO many years in being compelled 
to receive merchandise and ship it from the 
east side of the Mississippi River. It was 
suggested in last evening’s PostT-DitsPpaTca, 
in connection with the Clover Leaf matter, 
that other roads now terminating in Kast St. 
Louls would be compelled to cross over to this 
side of the river, and as heretofore stated, the 
L. & N. has realized the facet that it can- 
not longer successfully compete with rival 
routes which have preceded them in the 
enterprise of affording St. Louls the most 
efficient and economical shipping facilities, 
uniess equal advantages are afforded its 
patrons, It is that business which has called 
General Manager Bryant of the L. &N. to! 
this city, the special object of his business 
being with reference to the property on 
which the new depots are to be located. 

THE PROPERTY PURCHASED. 

The Merchants’ Bridge Terminal people 
have been gradually getting possession of 
this proverty for two years past, the south- 
east corner of Broadway and Mullanphy, 
130x149 feet, having been perchased in May, 
1890, in the name of Wm. F. Smith for $30,485. 
Another transfer in that locality in Septem 
ber of the same year was the conveyance of 
75x75 feet from the Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. to Edward W. Magin for 
20,000. In addition to these, otner purchases 
of smaller parcels have been made from 
time totimeinthe name of obscure parties, 
and options have also. been secured on a 
great deal more of the property in the two 
blocks between Broadway and Collins street, 
Cass avenuo and Mullanphy. ‘These two 
blocks are divided north and south by an 
alley, and practically all che ground east of 
the alley, fronting on Collins street, has been 
secured in one way oranother. West of the 
alley there is Reilly & Wolfort’s old mule 

ards occupying about half the block on 

roadway, at the northeast corner of Cass 
avenue. Business houses and tenements 
takein nearly all the remaining Broadway 
frontage to phsey a: a Ggeded C andit is un- 
derstood that some of the property owners on 
that section of the property tobe occupied 
by the L. & N. have refused so far to either 
sell or option their holdings. For that reason 
their ghee can only be obtained by con- 
demnation proceedings, that Is unless there 
ls a compromise. The probability of con- 
demnation proceedings suggests that there 
will be a good deal of delay in the L. & N. get- 
ting possession of the whole ofthe western 
half of the two blocks described. 

WRECKING SOON TO BEGIN. 

Even in the event that a compromise as to 
the amount of money to be paid the owners 
is effected it is understood that a large part 
of the premises in question are now under 
leases and that too wiil prove a hindrance 
to immediate possession by purchasers of the 
realty. For that reason the , 
has decided for the near future 
to occupy only the east half of the 
two blocks, that rtion fronting on Collins 
street. Numero old dwellings encumber 
that frontage but they will be cleared awa 
in short order, just as probably a thease? 
other old houses south of them to the 
east of Broadway have been torn 
down and carted away to make room 
for the new railway terminals that 
Deve been gradually taking possession 
of that quarter of thecity. The L. N. 
has not yet commenced wrecking the old 
houses on its property, but the work is to be 
commenced shortly, as itis intenjed to have 
the new depots ready for business as soon as 
possible. Gradually, with as little loss of time 
as the law’s delay will admit of, the company 
will get possession of all the Broadway front- 
age and thenits planof erecting permanent 
ana attractive bulidings may be perfected.

THE READING DEAL. 


Officials of the Combine Make Light o 
Gov. Abbett’s Veto. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 7.—The evil of 
the Reading ‘‘deal’’ bill indicated by Gov.

Judge Claiborne Trying the Co-Opera- 
tive Tailors’ Cases. 


THE STATE WANTS TO PROVE THE BUSI- 
‘ WESS A LOTTERY. 


Collector Louis Houck Describes the 
Business—Some Get Their Clothes for 
$1 and Others Are Compelled to Pay 
Considerably More—The Probable Out- 
come of the Trial. 


The cases against the six $38-dollar tailors, 
who are being prosecuted on the charge of 
carrying on a lottery business, were puton 
trial to-day before. Judge Claiborne in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. All of the 
companies had counsel present, and they had 
@ good many lawyers, too. Marshal Mc- 
Donald and Thos. B. Harvey represent some 
of them, and B. E. Black and Eugene Mc- 


Quillin-others. 

H. F. Kleykamp, the Chairman of the Mer- 
chant Tailors’ Committee that has employed 
Martin & Bassto help the State in prosecuting 
the cases, wasin the court-room watching 
the trials, and all of the $38 men were also 
there at the opening of court. Detectives T. 
E. Scully and P. Kelly, who made the arrests, 
gat in the jury seats. 

Before the cases were called, Chairman 
Kleykamp, sitting near Prosecutor Dierkes, 
said: ‘‘The regular tailors of the city are go- 
ing to make a hard fight on those cases. The 
business these men are conducting has been 
stopped in other cities, and we intend to stop 
ithere.

Harris has 
solicitors out, who, in the first few weeks, 
have overrun thecity and brought in sub- 
scriptions by hundreds. His company is run 
on the same plan asthe others. Onthis case 
willdepend thecases against allthe others, 
E. H. Gerralds, Lot McAllister, T. J. Shan- 
dell, Merrit Noble and John J. Lahiv. 

THE BUSINESS EXPLAINED. 

Julius Houck, the collector for Harris, said 
that thre business was conducted by means of 
solicitors. Each man that joined paid$ila 
week. As soon as $38 was paid inthe first 
man on the list gota suit. When another $38 
was paid in, the second on the Nst gota suit. 

Sony a man get a sult for $1?’’ 

*“Fes.”” 

‘*What value would such a suit have?’’ 

**Phirty-eight dollars.’’ 

‘*Do you know of any case in which a man 
has won a suit for $1?’’ 

‘*T don’tknow ofany being won. 
of a suit being given for that.’’ 

The attorney of Harris objected, when Mr. 
Bass repeated the question, using the word 
**won,’’ asthe cases all depended upon the 
ability of the prosecution’s lawyers to prove 
that the business wasa lottery. Mr. Bass in- 
sisted on using ‘‘win’’ and ‘‘won,’’ and 
Judge Claiborne said that the words made no 
difference. He wanted only tofind out how 
the business was conducted. 

Collector Houck, continuing, said that the 
list of subscribers was continuous. There 
were no clubs. One suit was issued for each 
$38 paidin. If a man dropped out, the man 
next to him on the Ist got the suit. 

Lawyer McDonald stopped the witness for 
a moment and explained to Judge Claiborne 
that the business was perfectly legitimate. 
The only profit made on the clothes was the 
regular tailor’s profit, as a suit of clothes 
was issued for each $38 paid. Whenever a 
man paid $38 he got a suit. 

Mr. Bass replied that the court would get 
its information about the business from 
the witnesses and not from the lawyers. 
**We propose,’’ said he, ‘‘to show that the 
way of conducting this business is by lot and 
by chance.’’ 

**‘Who got that suit for $1?’’ said he, 

**Henry Cune.’’ 

Collector Houck added that the concern 
was giving out about seventy-six suits a 
week. 

Prosecutor Dierkes questioned Mr. Houck, 
and made clearer still that one man gota suit 
for much less than another had to pay. 
**‘When a man joins do you let him know his 
position on the list?’’ he was asked. 

Collector Houck said that couldn’t be done, 
as several solicitors were out working up sub- 
scribers all the time. 

Mr. Bass produced one of Mr. Harris’ ap- 
plications from subscribers and handed it up 
to Judge Claiborne. ‘‘We’ll mark this ticket 
‘Exhibit A,’ ” said he. 

‘Ticket! That’s noticket. that’s our ap- 
plication,’’ Mr. Harvey corrected. 

‘*Ticket,’ I say, Your Honor,’’ Mr. Bass 
repeated, handing up the little slip to the 
Judge. . 

‘*Your Honor,’’ satd Mr. McDonald, ‘*Mr. 
Bass has had numbers running in his head 
all day.’’

Collector Houck was examined at some 
length further. The solicitors, he said, got 
a@s pay the first dollar paid in by subscribers.

‘*Bass seems determined to 
some sort in this case,’’ Mr.

Prosecutor Dierkes then took the witness, 
and began going over the  concern’s 
business ynethods again. He was laughed 
away from his examination by the jeers of 
Mr. McDonald.

**Well, I suppose we are all at sea a little,’’ 
admitted the prosecutor. 

Judge Claiborne here stopped the case and 
Jaid it over till to-morrow, as it was getting 
late. Itis the impression among uninterest- 
ed lawyers who listened tothe testimony, 
that the State’s attorneys are not making 
out a case of lottery agaist Harris, and that 
Judge Claiborne will discharge him.

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A CYCLONE’S WRATH 


— 


Arkansas Hamlets Swept Away by a 
Storm. 


AND PROPERTY SACRIFICED TO 
THE WIND’S FURY. 


LIFE 


Farm-Houses and Fences Leveled to the 
the Ground—Many Miraculous Escapes 
From Death—An Aged Man Killed ata 
Crossing—Collision at Sea-—The Cas- 
alty Record. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 7.—A cyclone 
struck the northwestern portion of Faulkner 
County, Tuesday night. The storm swept 
the country for seven miles. The house of 
John Hale, near Quitman, was blown to 
pieces and the chimney fell upon and 


literally crushed Hale to death. The 
dwelling of a man named Tubbes was also de- 
molished. Nine persons in the building were 
injured, none being killed outright. Two 
persons were blown some distance upon beds 
in which they were sleeping when the storm 
struck the house. A school house 
which stood in the track ofthe cyclone was 
wiped as completely from the face of the 
earth as though it had never been. A house 
was unroofed for John Martin, near the 
Faulkner County line, his outbuildings de- 
molished and his orchard completely de- 
stroyed. The deadly wind had spent its force 
before it reached Quitman, but an awful 
darkness enveloped the town and great 
torrents of water fell, flooding the streets 
and lanes, 

North of Westpoint in White County the 
cyclone cut a path 250 yards wide and some 
miles in length, and came with such 
terrific force that but one house 
was left standing in its 
track. It struck the dwelling of Will Kirk, 
one and a half miles west of town. The 
whole family, consisting of himself, his wife, 
mother, and several childrén, were huddled 
together in the center of the room 
when the roof and walls were lifted 
from around them and _e they were 
huried with such force against the debris 
that all were more or less injured. The 
honsehold effects were almost entirely car- 
ried away or destroyed. 

Near by was the house of Henry Johnson. 
He was alone, and, becoming fright- 
ened, left the premises, when the 
house was blown down and, together 
with its contents entirely consumed by fire. 
It next destroyed Wm. Davidson’s barn, to- 
gether with all the out buildings and fences. 
At this point it jumped the river, destroying 
two dwellings and one barn for J. T. House 
and the valuable residence of J. V. Reynolds. 
The loss of property will aggregate thousands 
of dollars, 

The storm traveled ina northeasterly dl- 
rection, and, as faras known, only demol- 
ished three dwellings. The home of Robert 
Birkett, located about three miles southwest 
of Keener, a small station seventeen miles 
north of Poplar Bluff, Mo., was de- 
molished and the _ furniture’ scattered 
so.widely that it has not yet been re- 
covered. Fortunately Mr. and Mrs. Birkett 
received only slight bruises, but some cattle 
near the house were picked up bodily and 
blown some distance through the air, and 
when found were lying covered with debris. 
The house of Elijah Haynes, a quarter ofa 
mile east, was also wrecked, and the 
family, consisting of Haynes and wife and 
six children, were blown several yards. 
They were badly bruised, but it is not thought 
their injuries will prove fatal. Mrs. Holder 
a neighbor, was in the house at the time, and 
a spike was driven through. her cheek. The 
path ofthe tornado was about half a mile 
wide, and every stick of timber was leveled 
to the ground. The house of Henry Deal, on 
Black River, near Keener, isa total wreck, 
and Mr. Deal was severely injured by falling 
timbers. The storm passed intothe timber 
at this point, and what destruction was done 
beyond is not known, as the wires are down 
and no trains are running to Keener on 
account of high water. 


DIED FROM HER INJURIES. 

PARIS, Tex., April7.—A young lady named 
Lamar died at the home of Ed Love, near 
Colbert, I. T., a few days ago from the effects 
of terribie burns received twenty-four days 
before her death. While setting fire to grass 
on the prairie her clothing caught fire and 
she was enveloped in a mass of flame and 
her body was so badly burned that in many 
places the flesh dropped off so that the bones 


‘were exposed. Her vitality was something 


almost without a precedent. 


INSTANTLY KILLED. 
WOONSOCKET, KR. I., April 7.—Irving A. 
Howe,aged 70, of Boston, was struck by a train 


atthe Fairmount crossing of the New York, 
Providence & Boston road here yesterday 
afternoon and instantly killed. 


FIFTEEN SEAMEN DROWNED. 
LoNpoN, April 7.—The British ship Erato, 
Capt. Jones, from Iquique, capsized to-day 
and sank at Hamburg, at which port ehe ar- 
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‘rived March 12. Though every effort was 
made by boats from surrounding vessels to 
save those on the Erato, fifteen persons 
aboard of her were carried down and 


drowned. 
ATE WILD PARSNIPS. 

St. Paun, Minn., April 7.— George and 
Frank Eastman, aged 10 and 12, went fishing 
with a companion named Bechtel, at Sioux 
Falls, S. D., yesterday. During the day they 


ate wild parsnips. George is dead ang Frank 
isin avery precarious condition. The third 
boy managed to rid his stomach of the par- 
snips before being fatally poisoned.

OTtuMWwaA, Io., April 7.—High water has 
swept away one span of the new $75,000

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ENGLISH HORSES, 


A Claim That They Are Superior to 
American Racers. 


THE THOROUGHBREDS OF THIS COUNTRY 
CRITICISED BY A BRITON. 


Horses Arriving at the Fair Grounds— 
Fred Johnston Will Probably Accept 
the Offer to Fight Dixon in America— 
Racing, Base Ball and Sporting News 
of All Kinds. 


There may be something about the turf of 
the United States which the American cor- 
respondent of the London Sportsman thinks 
wellof, butif so he has carefully refrained 
from mentioningit so far. His letters show 
him to be so, blindly prejudiced againt every- 
thing American and‘in favor of everything 
English that where he does point out an 
actual evil which exists here his argument 
loses its force. Here isthe way he compares 
the thoroughbreds of the two countries, his 
comments being somewhat condensed: 

A great deal of discussion has taken place 
about the respective merits of English and 
American horses. The question is one which 
can never be decided with the certainty of a 
mathematical problem. Upholders of Amer- 
ican horses point to the successes of Iroquois, 
Foxhail and Parole, while those who know 
something of the 33-year-old form of 188l are 
not so much disposed to attach great im- 
portance to these victories. While admitting 
the excellence of Foxhall and the good form 
of Iroquois and Parole, I am disposed 
to place their success to the credit 
of English breeding. While Foxhall 
was only grandsired by an English 
horse, the other two were sons of Leaming- 
ton. Three-fourths of the best winners in the 
United States have English sires or dams, 
and at least that proportion of the stakes is 
won by them. With one exception, Long- 
fellow, there is not an eminently successful 
sire of American breed, Itis but just to say 
that Longfellow has produced more first-clags 
horses than any other sire, although Prince 
Charlie would have distanced him had the 
latter lived to an ordinary age. Indeed, it is 
said that the son of Blair Atholand Eastern 
l’rincess never produced anything but a 
winner in America, but he served only a 
limited number of mares for two sedsons, 
andthen died. Although a roarer himself; 
he did not produce roarers, and though 
doubtless that disease is transmitted under 
certain atmospheric conditions, it is not 
hereditary in the states, and it is very seldom 
contracted. I should not hesitate to breed 
from an imported English roarer, and I 
would expect his roaring to disappear aftera 
short residence in the country. With a 
climate so well adapted to horses, and as fine 
pasture land as can be met with in the world, 
America ought to produce the best horses in 
the world, That she does not !s tacitly ad- 
mitted by the American breeders, who yearly 
purchase our stallions, and they are justified 
by results. 

The inferiority of American horses is, in my 
Opinion, attributable to three causes. Half 
nay, lbelieve three-fourths, of the so-callec 
thoroughbreds in America are half-breds, 
After the war, when the ‘*American stud 
Book’’ was compiled, the authors had to take 
the word of breeders for pedigree. Now, 
thoroughbred mure would be worth ten times 
as much as a half-bred, and consequently 
hundreds of mares were returned as 
thoroughbred, who were in reality h. b. 
The stain is manifestinthe general iack of 
quality observed in American-bred horses 
when placed alongside those im- 
ported into the country, or Whose paren- 
tage is English, Another cause of inferiority 
is the wretched system of training pursued in 
the States. Before being put tothe stud 
horses and mares are run Offtheir legs, an 
their vitality, and consequently their pro- 
creative powers are seriously affected. 
Mofeover, while our sires are put to the stud 
ata comparatively early age, the rule in 
America istorun horses as long ds any 
money Can be made out of them in that way, 
The third cause to which the inferiority of 
Ame n thoroughbreds is in my: view at- 
tributable isthe indiscriminate use of stal- 


lions. Almost any kind ofa stallion is good 
enough to covera thoroughbred mare, aad

Americans use sires which would be rejected 
by the worst of our breeders. 

As regards the time test, used as a means of 
comparing the relative merits of English and 
American horses, no reliance whatever can 
be placed on it, owing tothe dissimilarity of 
conditions, Horses are not timed in the 
Same way, nor are they run over the 
same courses. English horses on the few 
occasions when they are timed, are timed 
from the fall of the starter’s flag, whliie in the 
States they are taken passing a post at full 
speed. In the States tracks are harrowed and 
rolled soas to enable horses to make fast 
time, just as cinder paths are treated inthe 
case Of pedestrians. Thetracks are also for 
the most part dead level; and, besides, grass 
is much slower thana made track. Never- 
theless, if the tlme Sheen is reported to have 
made in the Cesarewltch be correct, he did 
the two miles anda quarter several seconds 
faster than it has been done in America, 
carrying- too 14 pounds more. On the whole, 
I think that the superiority of English horses 
can be fully established,

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IN NIGHT ROBES. 


How Guests Escaped From a Fire at the 
Richelieu Hotel. 


NOT MUCH DAMAGE, BUT LOTS OF EX- 
CITEMENT CAUSED BY THE BLAZE. 


The Fire Discovered by Private Watchman 
O’Brien and the Guests at Once Given 
Warning of Their Danger—Some of the 
Ladies Faint—-One Woman With Pres- 
ence of Mind. 


At4o’clock this morning, as Night Watch- 
man O’Brien of the Richelieu Hotel, Wash- 
ington avenue, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, startea on his rounds to 
wake up those employes who slept in the 
hotel, he discovered, as he glanced out of a 
third-story window, flames bursting from 
under the roof at the northern side of the 
southwest wing of the building. That por- 
tion of the hotel structure is a separate 
wing, connecting with the Washington ave- 
nue bullding only atits eastern end, with a 
court running east and west between the 
two wings. It fronts on St. Charles street, 
and opens alsoon Fourteenth street, and in 
the days whenthe Washington avenue side 
was called the Windsor, and later the Bristol, 
was known as the St. Charles flats, It is four 
stories in height, and the fire was just above 
the topmost floor, and rapidly making its 
way downward. 

GIVING THE ALARM. 

As soon as Night Watchman O’Brien spied 
the flames he realized that a most dangerous 
fire, with possibilities of a great tragedy, 
threatened the hotel. Last night there were 
ninety guests registered at the Richelieu, 
and among that number were thirty-five 
ladies and several children. There were 
also about thirty employes of the hotel, 
many of whom were females, who slept 
there, The hour at which the fire occurred 
made a panic almost Inevitable, as every 
guest and employe would have to be suddenly 
awakened without warning or preparation. 

Night: Watchman O’Brien acted promptly 
and, according to all stories told, with most 
commendable coolness. Mr. J. W. Hall, the 
proprietor of the Richelieu, was absent in 
Springfield, Mo., where he also runs a hotel, 
and O’Brien wert first tothe room .of Chief 
Clerk J. D. Dean, who, with bis wife, occu- 
pied rooms on the second floor of the burning 
wing. Mr. Dean was awakened by Night 
Watchman O’Brien, and quietly told of the 
fireandofthe danger. then O’Brien hur- 
ried down stairs and told Night Clerk O’Shea, 
after which he ran to the corner 
fire-alarm box on Thirteenth street and 
turned In an alarm. Retnrning to the 
hotel, he awoke Steward Devens, andthe 
four men named, directed by the cool night 
watchman, began the critical work of arousing 
the Richelieu guests and employes and getting 
them safely down stairsand outof danger, 
without preci pitating a possibly fatal panic. 
‘There are 187 rooms in the Richelieu’s four 
floors, and the night watchman began work 
on the top floor, nearest the fames. 

Running from door to door he knocked 
loudly at each, calling out as he did so: 

‘‘Getup, the hotel’son fire! ‘There’s no 
danger, but get down stairs as quick as you 
can!’’ 

Ina moment the top floorof the Richelieu 
was ina tumult of- excitement. Guests were 
springing from thelr beds ‘withthe sudden- 
ness of Jacks-in-the-box, doors were being 
flung open, and women in night robes, chil- 
dren ditto and men almost as scantily 
clad, were thronging the corridors. They 
found Night Watchman O’Brien awaiting 
them with assurances that the stairways 
were open and all that they had to do was to 
hurry down to the ground floor. The 
guests on the floors beneath were be- 
ing assured with the same coolness and pre- 
cautions against panic, the directions to all 
being to congregate in the large dining-hail 
of the Richelieu fronting on Washington av- 
enue. 

But despite all precautions, the first few 
moments following the alarm of fire were 
marked by wild scenes, the shrieks of 
women and children, the shoutsof men and 
the blows of the flremen’s axes on the roof 
overhead, the department having reached 
the spot almost before the first est was 
awakened. The roof of the burning building 
was gained without difficulty from the Four- 
teenth street side, and one line of hose was 
also run through the hotel to the fourth floor 
to which the fire had spread, gaining in 
breadth as it went untill it: penetrated 
eight of the top floor rooms, burning through 
the celling. It was in the midst of this de- 
cidediy threatening scene that the work of 
rescuing the Richelieu guests bad to be car- 
ried on. 

HOW THEY ESCAPED. 

In one of the rooms reached by the flames 
Miss Annie Bender, employed at the Genelli 
photograph gallery, whois a boarder at the 
Richelieu, was sleeping soundly. She waked 
with Night Watchman v’Brien’s thundering 
knock resounding at her door, with the nolse 
of the fire department at work overhead, 
and with the flames filling the windows with 
its glare. Under such surroundings Miss 
Bender promptly screamed, sprang out of 
bed, and then as promptly fainted. She re- 
covered consciousness ina few moments and 
had strength enough toleave her room and 
gain the hallway, when fright again over- 
came her and she hadtobe carried down 
Stairs toa place of safety. 

In the next room to Miss Bender slept the 
young Jady cashier of the Richeligu. For 
some time past this young apy had fot been 
sleepihg well, and last night about 9 o’clock 
she took a long walkto Lafayette Park and 
back to tire herselfsothat she would sleep 
soundly. The walk had its desired effect,and 
Night Watchman O’Brien made the greatest 
effort of his life awaking her. When she did 
at last realize what was up, ‘the smoke 
was ouring in through her windows 
and ail the noise of Bedlam seemed to have 
been turned loose outside. With one wild 
shriek the young lady cashier was out of bed, 
and then, in her night dressand with bare 
feet, she sped out into the corridors and 
down the four flights of stairs to the dining- 
room, where she remained, without daring 
to agai for more clothing until the fire was 
out, 

A SEDALIA LAD¥’S COOLNESS. 

The coolest lady guest in the house was 
Miss De Witt of Sedalia, who occupied a room 
on the third floor. Miss De Witt was awak- 
ened bythe hubbub surrounding her room, 
anda glance out of her window showed her 
where the fire was. With the greatest de- 
liberation she dressed, and then packed her 
trunk. By some means she dragged it un- 
aided out into the hallway and down the 
stairs to the second floor. When Chief Clerk 
Dean found her Miss De Witt was standing 
with her trunk resting On the edge of the 
stairs leading to the first floor. 

‘*Let me pelp poe get your trunk down 
stairs, Miss De Witt,’’ said Mr. Dean, 

‘*‘No, thank you,’’ replied the resourceful 
Sedalia lady, ‘’it’s all right now. ’’ 

And with a shove from her foot she coolly 
sent the trunk on a toboggan slide down the 
stairs, and then joined the excited gathering 
of lady guests in the Richelieu dining hall, 

On the third floor also, directly under the 
fire, Mr. J, C. Yarnell of the Yarnell Manu- 
facturing Co. had rodms with his wife and 
two children.

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QUIT WORK AGAIN. 


The Rivermen Renew ‘Their Strike 
This Morning. 


CAPT. MASON’S REFUSAL TO EMPLOY A 
LEADER THE CAUSE. 


The Anchor Line President Said Tom 
Crawford Had Caused Them Too Much 
Trouble, and He Would Not Give Him 
Work — Lively Scenes on the Levee 
This Morning. 


The white-winged dove of peace, which 
made its appearance onthe Levee yesterday 
when the boat-owners and roustabouts sup- 
posedly settled the strike, took sudden flight 
this morning and the hostilities were re- 
newed. Yesterday the union roustabouts 
and longshoremen went to work for the 
Anchor Line company under an, agreement, 
and asthe result of the combined labor of 
about 150 men, the City of New Orleans 
pulled away last night loaded tothe guards. 
This morning at 7 o’clock 100 men reported 
for duty to load the City of Providence, an 
Anchor Line boat, at the footof Ohestnut 
street. All of them were engaged regardless 
of their connection with unions. 

CRAWFORD REFUSED WORK. 

Tom Crawford, a leaderinthe strike anda 
recognized boss among the Levee negroes, 
was among the men, and when he asked for 
his time-ticket the mate told him he was not 
wanted. He had taken a tooactive part in 
the strike and had caused a good deal of 
trouble, it wasclaimed. Crawford has been 
working on the river about twenty -years and 
is one of the best-known negroes on the big 
stream. When athome in St. Louis unen- 
gaged by boat owners he makes his living 
contracting to load and unload boats for the 
owners, employing his own men. In this 
way he became recognized as an employer 
and was considered by the ‘‘rousters’’ as their 
friend. When it was decided to demand 
higher wages Crawford was very active in 
organizing the union and driving new mem- 
bers intoit. He was appointed on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and éince the strike be- 
gan eight daysagohe and President George 
Norton of the Longshoremen’s Union, with 
several other members of the committee, 
called on Capt. Masonevery day to make a 
settlement. He was with the committee 
yesterday when a compromise was effected 
with Capt. Mason. It was agreed then that the 
Anchor Line should pay longshoremen 25 cents 
an hour, roustabouts $35 a month and board, 
and engineers from $90 to$i125a month, It 
was understood that the Anchor Line officers 
coula employ whom they chose. The union 
was not to be considered. Under this ar- 
rangement the strikers considered they had 
won a victory in securing advanced pay, 
while the Anchor Line officers were equally 
satisfied that the victory was theirs when 
they had signed no agreement, could employ 
any one and agreed to pay a price for labor 
they had often paid before and even less. 

Capt. Mason was in good spirits yesterday 
and declared the strike settled. Mr. Pearl, 
the partner of President Norton of the Roust- 
abouts’ Union, also said the strike had drawn 
toaclose for the present, atleast. Theap- 
pearance of the Levee at the noon hour yes- 
terday proved the truth of their statements. 
Inthe morning less than two hundred men 
were at work, while at least one thousand 
toilers were hustling in and outof the great 
wharf boats during the evening. 

THE STRIKE RENEWED. 

This morning the men went to work as 
usual, but when it was learned that the mate 
refused to hire Tom Crawford the word was 
pessed to ‘‘walk up the hill.’’ Fifty of the 
100 men then at work puton their coats and 
left the wharfboat. They formed on the 
Levee and in a bedy walked to Union Hallon 
Tenth street and Christy avenue, where they 
were soon joined by about one hundred and 
fifty more ‘‘recruits’’.from the Levee. 
They held a meeting and discussed 
the situation, and at noon to-day they de- 
cided to hold out until the Anchor Line 
company agreed to employ Tom Crawford. 

THE PRESENT @TUATION. 

A steamboatman said tis morning: ‘‘This 
break on the part of the strikers will prove 
the death of the Rousters’ and Longshore- 
men’s Union. When the men were holding 
out for better pay they had some ground to 
stand on, but When they continue 
the strike for some cause not affect- 
ing the union nor the pay, they will be 
sure tolose. Crawford is popular with a cer- 
tain class of negroes on the Levee, to whom 
he has given employment, but there is a 
larger Class whom he never employed and 
who are not friendly to him and when they 
can get the wages they ask they will not re- 
main idle and hungry for the sake of securing 
Crawford a job.’’ 

This view was not shared by some leaders 
of the strikers who were seen. They claimed 
that all the men felt friendly toward Craw- 
ford, particularly after the manner in which 
he had worked for their interests in the 
strike and that all the men would hold 
out until work was given him. They spoke 
confidently of gaining their point, and held 
thatit wasthrough his efforts in behalf of 
the men Crawford incurred the enmity of the 
steamboat companies and it was the duty of 
the strikers to stick by him now. 

A LIVELY TIME. 

The sight on the levee forthree hours this 
morning was very remindful of old times 
when the river traffic was at its height. 
Merchants on learning that the strike had 
been settled sent their goods tothe wharff- 
boats this morning. They had delayed their 
shipments several days on account of the 
strike and theeffect of the delay was very 
apparent this morning. For two Dilocks 
along the levee from Market to Pine street 
and down the slope to the water’s edge 
every foot of grouud was takenup by the 
wagons, draysand carts. They came from 
all quarters andeach driver exerted all his 
powers to push his way to the narrow gang 

lank atthe foot of Chestnut street. They 

owled, cursed and yelled atthe top of their 
lungsand but for the presenceof several 
olicemen some of them would have fought. 

‘fagon tongues pushed into the contents of 
the wagons in front of them 
and along the line and the 
streams of hominy, oats, corn, flour, 
cornmeal and cement on the slope showed 
how hot the batle for positions waged. 
Rousters. carried freight direct from the 
wagons tothe holdin the endeavor toclear 
the crush but the carts still poured in from 
all sides and the drivers kept up the fight. 
Several hundred dollars damage was doneito 
freight and wagons in the crush before the 
tide was stopped. The freight was put on the 
City of Providence which will leave to-night 
with one of the heaviest loads it has carried 
for some time.

western, will succeed him. It was also in- 
timated thatin the reorganization of the 
directorate of the Union Pacific Gould repre. 
sentatives, including the little wizard him- 
self, will be pre e: « pete while men who belong 
tothe Vanderbilt army of railroad leuten- 
ants will take their places. Gould, it is said, 
will devote bis energies to the rejuvenation 
of his Missouri Pacific system. If, as is re- 
ported, Hughitt and his group of co-workers 
are to manage the Union Pacific it means 
that at last the Vanderbilt dream of a trans- 
continental system has been realized. 


Post-Office Robberies.

THE HERO’S OWN STORY. 


Extract From an Interview With H. Vane 
Milbank, Friend of Hallett Alsop Bor- 
rocwe. 


**I very much dislike to speak of my duels. 
They really are a vere disagreeable subject to 
me. Why don’t you ask me ‘more about my 
family and domestic life and other matters? 
Ilive abroad most of the time, but am in 
Paris almost invariably during the season. 
Soon after my marriage I bought a house 
in Paris, and that I consider in one sense 
my headquarters, as Mrs. Milbank and 
myself occupy it a number of 
months each year. I am, how- 
ever, a Magistrate for the North Riding 
of York, and also a Deputy Lieutenant of the 
county. The Milbanks have kept their pack 
of hounds at the country seat of Thorp 
Penow since the year 1748. The shooting on 
the Yorkshire estates is simply magnificent. 
It was only a few years ago that the famous 
record of 1,300 brace of grouse killed in one 
day was made on Wemmergill Moors. The 
guns were Sir Frederick himself, the Marquis 
of Abergavenny, Lord Rivers, Lord Kensing- 
ton, Mr. Powlett Vane Millbank and my- 
self,’’ 

Then the conversation turned upon the 
duels again. 

‘*l am very unwilling to talk upon the sub- 
ject of my duels,’’ began Mr. Millbank, ‘‘and 
you must pardon me for it. I very deeply 
regret that three or four of them have fe- 
sulted fatally, I-was dragged into almost all 
of them against my will. I have fought duels 
in Russia, Germany and France, and, as I 
have already said, I regret that only too 
many of them have resulted fatally.’’ 

**It has been reported that once upon the 
Russian frontier you successively fought and 
Killed the husband, brotherand father of a 
lady. Is that true?’’ was asked. 

‘*Practically so; but thereis a slight mis- 
take. I did not meet the lady’s father at all, 
but instead, her husband, brother and 
brother-in-law. 

**I’ve been unfortunate inthe sense that I 
have been draggeg intoso many affairs with 
which I should have had no connection and 
which I woald have much rather avoided 
could I have done so honorably. Three times 
in succession I have risked my life to save 
the honor of women and luckily I came out 
unscathed. 

‘*For instance, here isa case. Iwasina 
certain German city and escorted home from 
aballa ladyin whose houseI wasa guest. 
She was an extremely hysterical woman— 
and—and she was not what could be termed 
apretty woman. When we arrived atthe 
house she went to her apartments, and soon 
after sent word she wished to see me. In re.- 
sponseI wentto whatI supposed was her 
boudoir, but found ittobe her bed-room, 
much tomy surprise. She lockedthe door 
and at once went into hysterics. 

‘*Of course there was trouble. I was inno- 
cent, for it might have been a lackey as well 
asI, butI said promptly that I forced my 
way to her room, and of course, had an af- 
fairupon my hands. That is only an ex- 
ample of how I have been forced into duels.’’ 

*‘*What weapons have you fought with?’’ 

**Oh, with all kinds of weapons, but mostly 
with swords and pistols.’’ 

‘*Yon have escaped, luckily, but you must 
have some wounds.’’ 

‘*Yes, indeed. Ihave a pistol ballin my 
body, another in my thigh, a sword thrust in 
my arm, another here in my hand, and so on, 
yet I have never been killed.’’

The 
matters thought to have beenin a mixed con- 
dition were in relation tothe bequests of St. 
Louis Railroad Co, stock, which stock com- 
posed a large asset of the estate. Mr. Barnes 
in his will distributed this stock among dif- 


ferent legatees. Since the last codicil to the 
will has been made Mr. Barnes sold 
the 8t. Louis Raltlroad Co. stock. The idea 
became prevalent thatthe money received 
for the stock had been absorbed in other leg- 
acies, and that there wereno assets with 
which to satisfy the legatees who were pro- 
vided for in Sst. Louls Railroad Co. stock. 
This impression was caused by the clause in 
the will which provided that all the cash on 
hand at the time ofthe testator’s death 
should go to the Barnes Hospital. This 
clause, however, is subject to the 
legal construction, whic provides 
that all specific legacies must be 
paid before the general legacies 
are paid, to which latter class the legacy re- 
ferring tothecash on hand belongs. As Mr. 
Barnes was contemplating selling his St. 
Louis Rallroad Co. stock at the time he made 
the last codicil, he inserted the provision 
that should he sell the stock, the legatees to 
whom the stock was willed should be paid at 
the rate of $60 per share. These legatees will 
therefore be paid out of the cash on hand of 
which there is said to be an ample amount to 
cover them.

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DIVIDED IN OPINION 


School Directors Differ on the Proposed 
Change in the Rules. 


~ 


SOME CLAIM THAT IT WILL BRING ON 
ANOTHER BOOK WAR. 


President Bartholdt ani Mr. Brady Are 
Both in Favyor of Starting a Competi- 
tion—Directors Waite and O’Connell 
Hint at Dark Schemes—An Explana- 
tion of What Is Proposed. 


The School Board Committee, composed of 
the chairmen of the various committees, 
which is at work'on the revision of the rules, 
adopted last night an amendment to the text- 
book rule, which will in all probability be 
sanctioned by the board. Then the fun will 
commence anda book war inaugurated. 

The supporters of the new rule, strange to 
say, While adopting a rule making it possible 
to change the books at any time, argue that 
they do not intend to make any changes. 
Those opposed to tne new rule hint darkly at 
jobs and combines and suggest the advent of 
schemes and plots innumerable. 

Fourteen years ago two rules were adopted 
in the School Board under the head of 
**‘Course of Study.’’ Oneof these was rule 
68, which providei that changes in text- 
books could only be made in March, April 
or May, to take “effect only at 
the beginning of the next scholastic year. 
Rule 69 provided that these changes should be 
made onthe basis of an even exchange for 
all text books in the hands of the pupils and 
those on hand inthe Supply Department, so 
that no expense would be incurred by either 
the pupils or the School Board. Under these 
tworuvles the American Book Co. has been 
supplying the public schools with books, the 
board selling the books to the chil- 
dren in all grades above the fourth 
at practically cost price. Under the 
fourth grade the books are free. 
Last night these rules were amended and 
now provide as follows: 


Rule 68. ‘‘Changes in text books shail only be ¢ 


made at a regular meeting in pursuance ofa 
resolution Imtroduced at the preceeding 
regular meeting of the boardand shall only 
take effect at the commencement of the en- 
suing scholastic year, provided that no 
changes shall be made in the months of June, 
July and August.’’ 
CAN CHANGE AT ANY TIME. 

This gives the board a chance to make 
changes at any time duringthe year except 
the three months menttoned,while under the 
old rule they could only make the changes in 
March, Aprilor May. This leaves the fleld 


open for school book fighting from the open- | 


ing of the school year until the close of it. 

Rule 69, the most important and. the one 
upon which the whole situation hinges, was 
amended to read as follows: 

‘*Changes in text-books shall only be made 
on consultation with the Superintendent, and 
for district schools only, on the basis of an 
exchange price for all books in the bands of 
the pupils andan even exchange for those on 
hand in the supply department.’’ 

The Uifference between the old rule and the 
new one isthis: Where before the children’s 
books were exchanged, book for book, at no 
expense to the children, under the new rule 
they are swapped at an ‘‘exchange price,’’ 
which is about one-half or one-third the 
original cost. 

PRESIDENT BARTHOLDT’S VIEWS. 

These amended rules have the support of 
some of the most prominent members of the 
board, notably President Bartholdt, Mr. Mc- 
Clain and Mr. Brockman. 

ae: Bartholdt was seen this morning and 
said: 

‘*lam in favor of the amendments for sev- 
eralreasons. Wecan now make changes if 
we want to, as our hands are no longer tied. 
Under the old rule it was impossible 
to get any com petition because 
no new concern would come in 
and exchange evenly for all the text books in 
the hands of the pupils, and evenif thes did 
they could only doitata high or even pro- 
hibitory price. Now withthe proper compe- 
tition we can get books fully 25 per cent 
cheaper than we did before, and the change 
being made at the beginning of the scholastic 
year, Jjustas the pupils are changing from 
one grade of books to another, and would 
have tobuy a new book anyhow, the cost 
would not be hravy, especially as a lower 
price would obtain asa result of the compe- 
tition. , 

**The adoption of these rules do not imply 
that a change will be made, we only want to 
be able to do so. Ihave examined all the 
text books in use and findthem excellent so 
no change is needed. There has been a great 
deal said about this change and I have been 
warned that we were precipitating a great 
book war. Book agents have beeninto see 
me and argues forthe rule. I told them that 
if they wanted the rule passed the best thing 
they could do would be to let the members 
alone. Then I have been informedthatif I 
voted for the amendments the book trust 
would be down upon me like an avalanche 
and remove me from the presidency. Ihave 
heard in facta hundred stories about what 
those two little rules willdo. However, I see 
no cause for any. uneasiness. We are not at 
the mercy of th okagents and fully equal 
to the task of doing the rightthing in the 
matter.’’ 

Mr. Frederick N. yvudson, who was a mem- 
ber of the board when the old rules were 
adopted and was an active supporter of 
them. was seen this morning and said: 

**I] do not recall the date of the adoption of 
the rule and am not sure that it was adopted 
during my time of service from 1878 to 1882, 
butl remember the discussions concerning 
the matter. The object of the rule as I re- 
member was to relieve the parents of any ex- 

ense connected with book changes by forc- 

ng the publishers who secured a valuable 
contract, which would probably continue for 
anumber of years, to make the exchange 
without charge. Furthermore book wars 
were found by experience to be extremely 
demoralizing to say the least.’’ 

THEY FEAR TROUBLE. 

Arrayed on the side of the opposition, 
among others, are Directors O’Connell and 
Waite, both of whomthink that no end or 
trouble is being stirred up. 

Director Waite says: ‘‘Thenewrule does 
this; it makes the pupils pay for books when 
achargeis made, and thatin itselfis suf- 
ficlenttocondemntherule. The whole and 
sole purpose in the board’s handling the text 
books is to get. them for the pupils at the 
cheapest possible price and, if possible, free. 
Of course it may save the School Board $10,000 
a year by the reduction in price 

to competition. This would 
the tax-payers that amount, 
etc., but it is a sort of long-range benefit 
while on the other hand the pupils would 
have to pay their 25 or 60 cents for the new 
book when the change was made, and throw 
away the old one as it would be nouseto the 
next generation; that should’ be avoided. 
Why this is being done is another point. The 
gentlemen favoring it say they do not intend 
to make any changes. Yet they let down the 
bars and here we haveaswarm of book men 
about our ears already. Yet no changes are 
to be made. Competition is to be established 
and no changes to be made. It strikes meas 
rather odd to say the least.’’ 
BRADY FAVORS IT. 

Director John Brady, the free-book cham- 
pion, sees inthe new rules only one thing, a 
prospect of a reduction in price, sohe favors 
it. ‘*Wecan get the books cheaper by 25 per 
cent,’’ says Mr. Brady, ‘‘and we can make 
the changes when the scholars are going 
from one book to another, sothat it won’t 
cost them much.’’ 

The book agents, while they are working 
hard, are very quiet about it and with sub- 
lime faith in their persuasive efforts, believe 
that cha ere will be made. This board may 
be naan sterner stuffthan preceding ones 
and be equal toresisting the temptation of 
getting better books at cheaper prices, but it 
18 Very doubtful.

New Yor«, April 7.—The irrepressible Henry 
George men are row tothe front with some- 
thing new in the way of Congressional 
petitions, For over two years they have been 
quietly gathering signatures requesting the 
House of Representatives to appoint a special 
committee for the purpose of making a full 
inquiry into, and to report upon the expe. 
diency of raising all public revenues by a 


single tax upon the value of land, irrespecti ve 

of improvements, to the exclusion of all 

other taxes, whether in the form of tariffs 

upon imports, taxes u internal produc. 

tions, or otherwise. This 1s called ‘‘the single

Each signature is on a separate “Pp of pa- 
per conta ning the petition in full. The slips 
number 115,508.

THE PEPPER-THROWER ESCAPES. 


Left Alone atthe City Hospital, He Takes 
His Departure, 


The police were notified late last night 
that John Ryan had escaped from the City 
Hospital and Operator McCormick was at 
once instructed to telephohea full descrip- 
tion of the man to all the police stations in 
the city. The, Instructions of Acting Chief 
Reedy were carried out and every effort made 
tocatch the runaway, but without success. 
Ryan is the man who threwa handful of 


black pepper in Police Officer Heath's eyes on 
last Saturday night. The officer had ar- 
rested bim for stealing several small articles 
from the grocery store on Seventh and 
Market’ streets, and was calling a 
patrol wagon, when Ryan threw the 
pepper into his eyes and ran. The 
officer fired four shots at him, but missed 
him. He wascaught, however, by some cit- 
izens, and when the wagon arrived he was 
put into itanddriven off. He was still ugly 
and abusive in the wagon and was clubbed 
into submission, After his wounds were 
sewed and plastered up at the City Dispen- 
sary he was locked up at the Four Courts,and 
yesterday afternoon, on the recommendation 
of Dr. Priest, he was removed to the City 
Hospital. He was delirious, and the doctor 
was afraid he might die if not properly at- 
tended to. 

Dr. Marks, Superintendent of the City 
Hospital, reports that upon being received at 
the hospital he was placed in a cellinthe 
ward for prisoners. He was still delirious 
and suffering from four bad wounds in the 
head. Later in the afternoon he was ex- 
hibited to the students of the St. Louis Med- 
ical College under Dr. Mudd. The doctor 
reported his temperature over one hundred 
and his pulse at sixty-nine, and recommended 
that he be taken from the cell and placed in 
a regular ward, which was. done. He still 
seemed to be out of his head. He would stare 
for a long time at one object and when 
spoken to would not answer. Dr. Marks 
thought he might be shamming and told Dr. 
Mudd so, but the latter was of the opinion 
that it was a genuine case of mental trouble. 

While the nurse’s back was turned fora 
few minutes between 1 and-2 o’clock this 
morning, Ryan slipped out of bed and stolea 
jacket and pair of pants hanging near and 
before the nurse was aware ofit he was out 
ofthe room. The nurse took after him, but 
Rran got®ut of the hospital and made his 
escape entirely. His head had been shaved 
on account of his wounds’ ang the chances 
are that he will be recaptured. The question 
now is whether he was delirious or out of his 
head atany time. The police think that he 
was plaving ’possum and fooled not only Dr. 
Priest, but also Dr. Mudd an@d most of the 
doctors at the Citv Hospital.
